The object of the club is 
to establish, maintain and 
conduct a clubhouse and other 


4s¢cenveniences on the Club‘’s 


premises for the purpose of 
providing accomodation for 
members of the Club and their 
guests and generally to pro- 
vide members with adequate 
facilities ter their social, 
sporting, physical, cultural and 
educational pursuits. 


As required the building 
now erected is one major step 
in this aim, So far the cost 
of the building and equipment 
has been in the vicinity of 
$70,000, 


While the building is utili- 
tarian in design, in its struc- 
ture it is most suitable for a 
seafront - location, Off either 
side of the central hall with 
.its huge windows overlooking 
the bay and which can seat 
700 or hold 430 dancers are 
the ladies lounge, bar, kitchen, 
dining room committee reom 
and billiard room. 


The hall with its beautiful 
dance floor has pale green 
walls arid pink ceiling and the 
chairs are covered in darker 
green vinyl, The large elec- 
tric clock was donated by Mrs, 
Iris Mead in memory of her 
late husband, 


A new piano stands near the 
removable stage. <An older 
piano is kept in the ladies 
Jounge—an_ attractive: lounge 
in which the women will be 
able to spend many a happy 
hour.

The modern kitchen with 
ample cupboards finished in 
laminex and with some clever 
labor saving ideas will prob- 
ably have a gas stove before 
the club can outlay for a big 
$2000 job to provide meals to 
be served in the dining room 
which still has to be furnished, 
The billiard room with its 
two tables is already too 
small but provision has been 
made for extending this side 
of the hall as finance permits, 

With the exception of the 
ladies lounge and bar, the hall 
and other rooms are all heated 
by an ofl heating plant. which 
has already been in operation 
and proved effective, 

Portable screens are used. 
to divide the hall for different 
jactivities which include indoor 
‘bowls, table tennis, and yoga 
for the ladies, 
group are the gardening 
enthusiasts. Car parking is 
being enlarged to provide for 
125 cars, 

An application for a liquor 
Icence has been made and it 
will be granted within a 
couple of months, 

With the completior. of the 
building to this stage the com-
